Hoover, director of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, warned 
today of a new "intensified'* effort 
by Germany to send saboteurs to 
this country as he revealed the ar­ 
rest of two agents landed a month 
ago by submarine on the coast of 
Maine. 
The men. arrested in New York. 
were William Curtis Colepaugh. 
26. a native of Connecticut with a 
discharge from the U. S. Navy, 
and Enrich Gimpel, 35, a German 
citizen, interned for a time in this 
country but sent home as an ex­ 
change prisoner only to return as 
a spy. They landed November 29 
in Frenchman Bay. 
The two men. trained in espio­ 
nage and sabotage in Berlin, Dres­ 
den and the Hague, were equipped 
with $60,000 in United States cur­ 
rency, 
forged 
birth 
certificates 
copied after those of the Connec­ 
ticut department of health, forged 
discharges from the U. S. 
Navy, 
secret ink and other parapherna­ 
lia.

Byrnes in a 20.000-word report to 
the new congress which begins its 
two-year exigence at noon to­ 
morrow. 
Declaring that the nation's In­ 
dustrial and manpower resources 
ar*- still far from totally mobilized. 
Byrnes told congress that the fol­ 
lowing legislation was needed to 
enable the war program to "ride 
on a horse instead of a mule” :

and Avery* alike.” 
4. Increased unemployment ben­ 
efits for w’ar workers who may be 
temporarily out of jobs when the 
w'ar encl* and ad* plate financial 
assistance in re-establishment of 
small businesses discontinued as a 
result of the war. 
Byrnes also suggested revision 
of draft deferment standards for 
men in agriculture in anticipation 
of increased calls by selective ser­ 
vice.

FREEDOM FROM SABOTAGE 
D 
URING the past three years, during 
which this nation has been engaged in 
the manufacturing and supply activity of 
total w ar, there have been surprisingly few 
acts of sabotage. For those who have been 
amazed by this. John F. X. McGohey, U. S. 
Attorney in the Southern District of New 
•York. has the answer, given in a report by 
bim to an FBI - sponsored conference at 
Ford ham “University. 
Mr. McGohey says the good behavior 
didn’t just happen; that it is the result of 
smooth and detailed cooperation by all of 
the law enforcement agencies, county, city, 
state and federal. This was arranged long 
before Pearl Harbor, as a precaution in 
case of attack. The FBI was picked as a 
central clearing house in emergency, and 
from the moment the first bombs dropped, 


No one expects full victory in the Pa­ 
cific this year, although it could possibly 
come from direct invasion and conquest of 
Japan.

Fahrenheit 
it is common only if there is a high 
w.nd. And above 21 degree* F ah­ 
renheit no m atter whether wind 
and humidity are unfavorable it 
almost never occurs.
